SIZE OP ROUND FACETED STONES. 
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A FEW WORDS ABOUT CUTTING 

A brief explanation about gem cutting ought to be inter¬ 
esting. and is more or less necessary it you are going to select 
gems intelligently. The first thing to get fixed permanently in 
your mind is that there is one distinct physical characteristic 
that governs the cutting of all gems, that is, its quality of per¬ 
mitting light to pass through it, therefore stones are classed 
as transparent, translucent and opaque. Any transparent stone 
may he cut with facets. The shape may be either round, square, 
or oblong, that, does not matter, hut so long as it is cut with 
little flat reflecting surfaces on both front and back it is called 
a faceted stone, if the stone is cut with facets on the back and 
is smooth on the front, no matter what the shape of the out¬ 
line, it is called a buff top. 

All opaque stones are cut with a smooth surface front and 
hack, the outline is generally either round or oval, though it 
may he anything desired; this style of cutting is called esi cabo- 
chon; it is the way opals are cut, and turquoise. Often, how¬ 
ever, transparent stones are cut on cabochou, as. for instance 
the amethyst, topaz, garnet, etc. The garnet cut this way is 
called a carbuncle. You should hear in mind that, whereas 
any transparent stone may be cut either faceted or cabochon, 
the translucent stone is best cut cabochon, and the opaque 
stone is never cut with facets. 

You will observe that we list round faceted stones as DIA¬ 
MOND CUT and STAR CUT, and you will wonder what the dif¬ 
ference is and why. This is a matter we are anxious to have 
you understand, and a study of the accompanying photographs 
will help you. In the first place the front of both of these styles 
of cut is exactly the same, that is, there are 32 facets besides tl e 
table. 1 1 is in the backs that the difference is to he found. The 
DIAMOND CUT stone has a lighter back, the angle is more 
acute and the little facets are diamond shape. This style of cut-

ting gives the greatest brilliancy it is possible to impart to a 
stone. Some stones, however, are cut with a heavier back than 
that of the diamond cut, in order that the stone may show more 
depth of color, the effect when examined closely is that of a 
star, hence the name STAR CUT. So remember: DIAMOND 
CUT gives greater brilliancy, STAR CUT gives more color.

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SYNTHETIC GEMS 

Synthetic, which means a putting together, as all who have 
studied chemistry know, is the one word in all of 0111 * language 
that proerly designates these gems.

CULTURE PEARLS 

You have read, under the heading of Pearls, how pearls 
are made by the oyster. And you have noted the prices for 
genuine natural pearls as Nature presents them through the 
ordinary medium, the oyster. Now WE OFFER YOU HERE 
WHAT IS KNOWN AS THE CULTURE PEARL, and, as its 
method of production is interesting we are going to tell you 
now it is produced. As will he remembered from what was 
said about natural pearls, they are produced by the oyster s 
efforts to save himself from the irritation of a chance grain 
of sand having found lodgment in his shell, and that upon 
this grain of sand the nacre gradually builds up the pearl. 
From this it was reasoned that if the oyster’s shell were opened 
and a foreign substance introduced, pearls would be produced 
as the manipulator wished. But it did not work out that 
way. While the oyster was willing to take care of a grain of 
sand now and then, he emphatically refused to make pearls 
out of anything larger, and spat out the little pebbles which 
They tried to make him take care of. And so the artificial 
creation of pearls languished. 

Then the patient Jap took the matter up. His solution 
of the difficulty was to bore a hole In Hie oysters shell; and 
introduce through this a piece of porcelain of suitable size. 
Naturallv what was of suitable size to the pearl-fisher—goad 
and big- was not suitable to the oyster, and he promptly 
died. But this didn't discourage the Jap, for the Japanese 
sea was full of oysters, time was of little value, and he settled 
down to a long and careful series of experiments, till finally 
it was found just how large a piece of porcelain an oyster of 
a certain size and weight could lie forced to keep without caus¬ 
ing its death.
